Over the course of the 
last 10 years, Kraft Hockey¬ 
ville has contributed over $2

EDTC requests $648,852 



The Economic Development 
and Tourism Corporation has 
asked the Town of Fort Erie for 
$648,852 to help attract new 
business to Fort Erie. 

The funding, which will 
be considered as part of the 
2016 general levy budget, 
represents a 1.4 per cent 
increase from 2015, or $9,155. 

During a presentation to 
council last Wednesday, Jim 
Thibert, the general manager 
of the EDTC, provided an 
overview of the current 
economic state in Fort Erie. 

He said the declining value 
of the Canadian dollar and 
rising energy costs have had a 
negative impact on Fort Erie's 
economy. 

He outlined the role 
of the EDTC, which is to 
"attract tourism” and growth 
opportunities for business. 

Thibert noted important 
projects, including the 
Canadian Motor $peedway, 
the development of over 300 
acres of land surrounding the 
Fort Erie Race Track and the 
revitalization of Miller's Creek 
Marina, which will be game 
changers for the town

on Jan. 27. The final 2016 
budget bylaw is expected to 
be approved by council during 
a meeting on Feb. 22. 

Library patronage 
expected to grow 

The Fort Erie Public 
Library's three branches 
were visited a total of 
175,000 times last year 
by 9,000 patrons and that 
number is expected to climb 
in 2016, according to Craig 
Shufelt, the library's chief 
executive officer. 

“Our goal is to see that 
number increased over the 
next three years,” he said. 

In order to accommodate 
growing numbers and to 
improve services, Shufelt 
said the library is requesting 
a $1,478,087 grant, which 
will be considered as part of 
the general levy operating 
budget. The request 
represents a 2 per cent 
increase, or $28,982 more 
than last year. 

Council listened to a 
presentation from Shufelt, 
and library board chairman 
Larry Graber last Wednesday, 
which outlined some of the 
improvements to services 
in 2015 which include a 
new play structure at the 


Crystal Ridge branch, new 
computers and devices at all 
three branches, a 3D printer 
and the expansion of the 
homework help program at 
two branches. 

Shufelt said a new 
strategic plan to identify 
the library's needs will be 
completed in the spring. 

Improvements that will 
be completed this year 
include having wireless 
printing installed by the 
summer, new seating 
for all three branches, 
more Chrome books and 
Ipads, updated signage 
at both Stevensville and 
Crystal Ridge Branches 
as well as more materials 
including ebooks, which has 
increased from 1.6 per cent 
in 2011 to 11.8 per cent in 
2015.0ver the course of the 
next three years, Shufelt 
said the library is likely 
going to ask for anywhere 
from a 1.7 to 2 per cent 
increase in funding each 

The budget request is 
expected to be approved 
during the general levy 
debate on Jan. 27.

That phrase rings true for 
Alastair Davis, Habitat for 
Humanity Niagara’s chief 
executive officer, who says 

donations are needed in 
order to begin the construc¬ 
tion of two new single-fam¬ 
ily homes in Fort Erie. 

“We need both financial 
resources and gift in kind,” 
Davis said. 

The non-profit organiza¬ 
tion requires building mate¬ 
rials, and individuals with 
trades skills to complete 
electrical, plumbing “and 
everything that it takes to 
build a house" as "a dona¬ 
tion or at a really significant 
discount.” 

Habitat for Humanity Nia¬ 
gara is part of a worldwide 
network that spans close to 
80 countries that has built 
or repaired 600,000 homes 
for families in need. The 
goal of the organization is 
to rally volunteers and com¬ 
munity partners to build 
affordable housing and pro¬ 
mote homeownership as a 
means to breaking the cycle 
of poverty. 

Safe and affordable hous¬ 
ing with no down payment, 
interest free mortgages are 
provided to qualifying fam¬ 
ilies who would otherwise 
not be able to purchase 

The land that the homes 
will be built on, at 531 Cres¬ 
cent Road, was given to 
Habitat for Humanity Nia¬ 
gara last year by a private 


The cost to build one 
home is $110,000 in Fort 
Erie. While a number of 
organizations have com¬ 
mitted funds to the build, 
the Fort Erie Steering Com¬ 
mittee, which is tasked with 
raising the funds to build 
both homes, is only about 
halfway toward reaching 
the goal for funding the first 
home. 

Construction of the 
homes was originally set to 
begin in the spring, how¬ 
ever the project will now 
likely begin in the fall. 

2016 and it's important that 
we keep moving forward. 
We have to assess and judge 
the project and when we’ll 
have the resources in place, 
we will begin,” Davis said. 

Through the organiza¬ 
tion’s Adopt a Day program, 
it allows churches, service 
clubs, and work places to 
“be both a donor and have 

building opportunity” by 
working for the day at a 
build site. 

“We have professional 
trades people and people 
that have never touched a 
roller before in their life,” 
Davis explained. 

"People can come for 
the day and help build the 
new house. We have people 
there to show other people 
how to do things.” 

According to the chair¬ 
man of the Fort Erie Steering 
Committee, Tom Valiquette, 
Fort Erie has a “rich history 
of helping one another.”

First past the post promotes diversity 


became a 

country, we inherited 
a constitution 
“similar in principle" 
to that of Great 
Britain. That gave 
us parliamentary 
democracy and 
responsible 
government. It also 
gave us our first-past- 
the-post electoral 
system. 

For nearly 150 
years, Canadians 
have shuffled to the 
polls, and for nearly 
150 years they’ve 
elected governments 
that have done a 
pretty good job 
at governing. But 
lurking in the 
background is the 
idea that this system 
somehow isn’t quite 
good enough, isn’t 
progressive or fair. 

Proponents of 
reform worry that 
not every vote counts 
and that Parliament 
doesn’t accurately 
reflect what 
Canadians want or 
who they are. At the 
extreme, some groups 
contend Canada 
under first past the 
post is simply not a 
democracy. 

It’s true, first past 
the post can lead to 
some odd results. 


When there are more 
than two parties, 
a party can form a 
majority government 
with less than 50% of 
the vote. Sometimes 
the results are 
seriously skewed, as 
when the Progressive 
Conservatives were 
reduced to two seats 
in 1993, despite 
winning 16% of the 
popular vote. 

As a result, you 
can find an endless 
array of proposals 
for how to reform 
our electoral system. 
But, the reason there 
are so many reform 
options is because 
people don’t agree 
on what an election 
is for. Is it to send 
local representatives 
to Ottawa? To make 
sure all voices from 
all corners of the 
country have a 
say? To ensure the 
demographic makeup 
of Parliament mirrors 
that of the country? 

Here’s what 
elections are for: 

They exist to throw 
the old gang out and 
bring in a new gang. 
For the process of 
flushing out and 
renewing the elite 
political class in this 
country, first past the 
post does a pretty 
good job. 


What proponents of 
electoral reform see 
as flaws in first past 
the post are actually 
the traits that make it 
good. What produces 
the satisfying seat 
swapping when 
one party’s time to 
govern has come 
also produces 
governments that 
appear to have 
inflated mandates. 
That’s not a bug in 
the system, it’s a 
feature. 

Canada is a 
diverse country, 
geographically, 
ethnically, politically. 
One of the virtues 
of first past the 
post is it allows a 
stable government 
to be formed by 
a substantial and 
coherent plurality of 

Under first past 
the post, our 
governments are 
elected with wide — if 
perhaps not always 
deep — mandates to 
govern as they see fit. 
This allows us to get 
things done, while 
providing clean lines 
of accountability. 

Which means if we 
don’t like it, we can 
always toss them in 
four years.

A Fort Erie man was in Superior 
Court in Welland last Wednesday 
wanting to raise the damages he is 
seeking to $100,000 from $25,000 in 
civil lawsuits he filed against Niagara 
Regional Police, Niagara Region, 
Town of Fort Erie and various politi¬ 
cians and staff 

Fred Bracken, who describes him¬ 
self as a political activist, acted as his 
own lawyer and asked Judge Theresa 
Maddalena to allow him to move the 
lawsuits out of small claims court, 
where the limit is $25,000. 

The lawsuits allege staff violated 
Bracken's Charter rights and that 
police falsely arrested and illegally 
searched him. 

The judge adjourned the matter 
until Jan. 20, to allow Bracken to file 


Bracken said he brings his cam¬ 
corder to local council meetings 
and questions politicians, staff and 
the media in an effort “to hold them 
accountable." He then posts the con¬ 
frontations on his YouTube channel. 

The first lawsuit stems from an 
incident at Niagara regional head¬ 
quarters in Thorold in June 2014, 
where Bracken was given a trespass 
notice that barred him from attend¬ 
ing Region propertyfor one year. 

Bracken has already successfully 
challenged the trespass notice in 
Ontario Court of Justice. That is the 
reason he is seeking additional dam¬ 
ages in his dvil suit 
Judge R.J. Nightingale recently 
ruled the trespass notice did indeed 
violate Bracken’s Charter rights.

His gaze is locked on the TV 
screen. The Canadian pop-

And yet, each time, it capti¬ 
vates him as if he's just cracked 
the seal on the DVD and pressed 
play for the very fast time. 

Around him, there is a vol¬ 
ley of conversation. There are 
people in his house, in his living 
room, talking about him. And 
yet, his attention is fixed on The 

“He really identifies with 
music,” says his wife of 31 years, 
Anne-Marie Pieterse. 

Sitting next to her husband, 
Gary, on the sofa, she sends him 
a smile and pats his knee. Gary’s 
eyes shift briefly to his wife, then 
return to the TV screen. 

Nine years ago, at the age of 
51, Gary was diagnosed early 
onset Alzheimer's, a disease 
that doctors suspect had crept 
into his life like a silent thief five 
years before that 

Nearly a decade later, the 
essence ofthe 60-year-old man 
who Anne-Marie married, is 
gone. 

Gary was a registered prac¬ 
tical nurse, and specialized in 
people with Alzheimer's and 
head injuries. His final job was 
working for the March ofDimes, 
providing in-home care to peo¬ 
ple with head injuries. 

A man who loved nature, he 
wore his trademark grey Tilley 
hat with pride. He had such 
an influence on his daughter, 
by the time she was one and 
a half years old, she could cup 


her hands around her mouth 
and coo like a mourning dove. 
These days, even the birds flut¬ 
tering to his backyard feeder 
have no interest 

Left behind, is the face of 
dementia. 

It’s been at least two years 
since Gary has spoken more 
than a few words. Anne-Marie 
misses their conversations. 
Every day, she gets him dressed 
and shaved. Sometimes he tries 
to put his arms in his pants, 
and his legs into his sweater. 
On a good day, he can pull up 
his zipper. She makes sure he 
eats good food. And that he is 
happy. 

Anne-Marie is adamant that 
their life not be hijacked by 
dementia. 

They go for walks, albeit 
shorter jaunts, hand-in-hand 
around their Welland neigh¬ 
bourhood. His two grand¬ 
daughters, aged seven and nine, 
come over to play. And the cou¬ 
ple still tries to attend musical 
shows, although as his atten¬ 
tion shortens and his resdess- 
ness heightens, even that is in 
jeopardy ofbeing lost 

Anne-Marie cannot leave 
Gary alone in their home. And 
even when she is at home, his 


leaves the sofa for a few minutes 
to make coffee in the kitchen, 
and Gary has diverted his atten- 
donfcom his beloved Tenors, to 
look for his wife. 

Many mornings, before 

career in life insurance, she 
would cry herself to work 
because Gary was so upset to 
see her leave. 

“I’d cry all the way to St. 
Catharines, then I had to pull 
myself togetheij’ she says. 


Across from him, watching 
the couple, is a woman who has 
been in their life for three years. 
Betty Bradley visits their home 
every week, through Alzheimer 
Society of Niagara Region’s 
Friendly Visiting Program. 

When Betty stays with Gary, 
Anne-Marie is ftee to leave ft>r a 
couple hours. 

She might run errands, or go 
for coffee with a friend. Other 
dmes, she plays pickleball, a 
cross between badminton and 
tennis, with Mends. 

ing that Betty is at home with 
Gary. 

“It allows me to play pickle¬ 
ball and not have to think about 
anything other than that ball 
going back and forth,” she says. 

Across Niagara, there are 27 
volunteers, who visit 28 fami¬ 
lies, says Dawn Tuckwell, co¬ 
ordinator of volunteer pro¬ 
grams with the Alzheimer soci¬ 
ety. Another 27 families are on a 
wait list. A telephone program 
started in January, for people 
in rural areas, in early stages of 
Alzheimer's. 

There are an estimated 8,900 
people living with a progres¬ 
sive dementia in Niagara. In 10 
years, by2026, that number will 
increase to about 12,470, and 
then to 18,000 by 2036, accord¬ 
ing to a report produced by 
Robert Hopkins. 

The Friendly Visitor program 
targets people with dementia 
who are socially isolated; vol¬ 
unteers are trained and must be 
able to commit to at least one 
hour a week, for nine months, 
says Tuckwell. 

Most of all, it’s about friend- 


After a person is diagnosed, 
and as the disease progresses, 
there is likely a flow of people 
who come into their home to 
talk about Alzheimer’s. The per¬ 
son might even feel like they are 
burdening their families, albeita 
self-inflicted thought And they 
face an increasing number of 
personal losses, says TUckwelL 

The friendly visitor’s reason 
for being is not to talk about 
Alzheimer’s, unless the person 
wants to discuss the disease. 

“That friend is just that — a 
friend,” says Tltckwell. 

They might go for a walk, 
have a coffee together, or sim¬ 
ply talk. When Betty started vis¬ 
iting Gary three years ago, they 
were able to do more together. 
They leafed through books 
on birds and flowers, walked 
around the backyard flower 
gardens and once, Betty drove 
him to the mall to buy a Christ¬ 
mas gift for Anne-Marie. He 
chose a dove pin, with a red 
heart. These days, most of their 
visits involve listening to Gary's 

On this day, partway through 
Betty’s visit, Gary stand up and 
claps. His eyes are still fixed 
on the Tenors, and he is giving 
them a standing ovation, along¬ 
side the video audience. 

"He’s right there with the Ten¬ 
ors,” says Betty. 

As much as she is a friend to 
Gary, she is one of a handful of 
people who underpin the foun¬ 
dation that is Anne-Marie’slife. 

"I worry about Anne-Marie,” 
says Betty. 

Anne-Marie takes a moment 
to consider her life with Gary. 
For now, she is happy. 

“I’m pretty strong,” assures 
3-Marie. “I'm a tough, old

Lezlie Harper Wells will 
spread her wealth of knowledge 
about Canadian black history to 
a high school in New Jersey next 

The Fort Erie native, who for 
more than a decade has offered 
customized tours of Niagara’s 
Freedom Trail, relating the sto¬ 
ries of black freedom seekers, 
was invited to speak to students 
in Newark in February. 

"This is what I've been work¬ 
ing towards,” she said. "These 
kids need to hear this message. I 
am so happy to have this oppor¬ 
tunity. I’m over the moon.” 

Harper Wells is a direct 
descendant of a freedom seeker 
who arrived in Niagara in 1850. 
Her great, great-grandfather 
fled slavery in Kentucky with his 
brother and nine-year-old sister 
They hiked thousands of kilo¬ 
metres alone by night, slogged 
through swamps and swam 
across rivers. They eventually 
crossed the Niagara River near 
Buffalo and settled along the 
northern shore at Fort Erie. 

Harper Wells said her great¬ 
grandfather, who was born in 
Canada, left the country to fight 
in the Civil War. 

"Bom free in Canada, yet felt 
compelled to light in the Civil War 
inthe United States,’’she said 

Harper Wells started her Nia¬ 
gara Bound Tours nearly 12 
years ago. 

It’s a one-person company 
and her office, she said is in her 
one-bedroom apartment in St 
Catharines. 

“This is my calling from God,” 
she said 

Niagara Bound Tours takes in 
several historical spots around 
St Catharines, Niagara-on-the- 
Lake and Fort Erie, intended to 
provide people with a unique 
insight into the migration of Afri¬ 
can Americans as they escaped 
slavery in the mid-19th century 
and settled in southern Ontario.
